In order to convey some adequate idea of the general character 
and leading features of the design, we have obtained a view of the 
quadrargle, which we now present to our readers, and which we 
know will be gratifying to most of them. The site for the new 
workhouse is on the road from Stratford-le-Bow to London 
adjoining the Merchant Seamens’ Asylum, and commands a frontage 
of 275 feet, with the sides running parallel, upwards of 720 feet in 
length, to a broad footway which divides it from the ‘Tower Hamlets 
Cemetery. It is proposed to make this the principal entrance for 
all the inmates, also for the supplies to the workhouse. This is an 
excellent arrangement, inasmuch as it will not in any way give an- 
noyance to the neighbourhood, or lessen its respectability.

The left front 
wing is appropriated to the married couples; the right wing 
to mothers with infant children; the main front contains day 
rooms for the infirm men and infirm women, with airing cor- 
ridors eight feet wide, and a covered arcade in front (a very good 
and wise provision for the infirm, enabling them to have open 
exercise in wet weather). The back wings contain three distinct sub- 
divided classes of each sex, admirably arranged, so as to give the 
master or superintendent great control over the whole. We were 
much pleased with the arrangement of a separate staircase for each 
subdivided class of each sex, thus affording every facility for a 
classification not to be equalled in any institution in the kingdom. 
Another wise and judicious arrangement is, that the corridors haye a 
direct light from the yards, and, like the staircase, are for the especial 
use of one class only, none but the master or matron having cause to 

ass through it. ‘These corridors are eight feet wide, and afford ex- 
cellent airing places and day rooms for such of the weak and infirm 
inmates as cannot go up and down stairs. Baths, lavatories, and 
closets are suitably provided and conveniently disposed, The kitchen 
offices and stores are immediately under the master's notice, and th 
food is sent into the dining hall by a serving waggon ou a tramwa y

The workshops and sheds are spacious and commodious, and every 
provision appears to be made for employing the inmates in the most 
perfect and desirable manner. The infirmary is large and spacious, 
and contains twelve wards, The principal front faces the ‘Tower 
Hamlets Cemetery. The airing and exercising yards are seventeen 
in number, and could not be so convenient or large by any other ar- 
rangement of plan, E ; 
The building before us lias a happy artistic effect by its grouping, 
not suddenly springing out of the ground, but rising as it recedes'(a 
prape so much admired by Sir Joshua Reynolds in Sir John Van- 
urgh’s buildings). The arcade is effective, aud the chapel, which is 
the centre projecting building, has all the characteristics of a place 
of worship. ‘Che lower part of the centre four story building is the 
master’s house: he, from his apartments, has a view into the airing 
yards, The windows form a principal feature in the design, and the 
effect gained by massing or ‘grouping them really fine; they have 
semicircular tops throughout, and dressings or archivolts of plain 
wrought stone. ‘The roofs being an essential and necessary part of 
the building, are not hid by a screen parapet, but have an honest bold 


cornice, * non orne sed utilite,” containing the gutters. From the 


engraving our readers will have some idea of the skill, artistic taste, 
and talent Mr. Richard ‘Tress, the architect, has displayed in the 
combination of the whole, evincing it as fully as his plans do a know- 
ledge of the arrangements and requirements of a city union work- 
house.

voured nation.— Mr. LABOUCHERE, in answer to Lord Manon, replied that Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick had availed themselves of the provisions of the Co- 
lonial Copyright Act, and had sent over acts imposing a duty of 20 per cent. upon 
the Importation of pirated editions of English works for the benefit of those who 
held the legal copyright.—Sir G, Gury appealed to Mr. F. O'Connor, whose 
motion stood first upon the paper; to waive his right of precedence, 80 as toenable 
the Government to proceed with the Crime and Outrage ( Ireland) Bill, the Lord 
Lieutenant being of opinion that it was of the greatest importance that the de- 
cision of the House should be had upon it as speedily as possible. Mr. F, O 
Connor declined to accede to the suggestion of the Right Hon. Baronet, and 

roceeded to submit his motion for a select committee to seguire as to the means 
by which the dissolution of the Parliament of Ireland was effected, the elects of 
that measure upon Ireland, and upon the labourers in husbandry and operatives 
in manufactures in England; and on the probable consequences of continuing 
the legislative union between the two countries. Mr. D. CALLAGHAN seconded 
the motion. Sir G, Gary, thinking the committee proposed would be a mere 
mockery and delusion, ending in no beneficial result, hoped that instead of ori- 
ginating a debate the motion would at once be negatived, Such, however, was 
Not the case, for a protracted discussion ensued, and in the course of a speech 
from Mr. FAGAN, the House showing symptoms of impatience, the Hon. Member 
moved the xdjournment of the debate, which called up Mr. WALTER, whose ob- 
servations not being ver complimentary to the members for Ireland, a scene of 
some excitement ensued, but which having subsided, Mr. FAGAN resumed in 
explanation, withdrew his motion of »djournment, and the House divided on the 
original question; the numbers being 23 to 255,

The second reading of the Roman Catholic Relict Bill was moved by Mr. AN- 
STEY, in a speech explanatory of the Various enactments it Proposes to repeal, the 
measure being similar in principle to that introduced by Mr. Watson, the then 
Member for Kinsale, in the list sessions of Parliament. Sir R. INGLIS strongly 
opposed the measure, and asked Hon, Members to consider whether its provisions 
would not indirectly, if not directly, endanger the rights of the crown and the 
safety of the established church, T e Hon. Baronet called upon the House to 
reject the measure ; first, on the ground that it was unnecessary ; and secondly, 
on account of the aggressive character of the Romish church, to whom it pro- 
posed to give additional character and status ; concluding by moving that it be 
read a second time that day six months. ‘The other speakers against the Bill 
were Mr. H. DnuMMoNp, Mr. WaLPOLE, Mr. PLOMPTRE, Mr. NeWDEGATE, Mr. 
GovtLnUnN, Mr. Farrer, and Mr. J, STUART. Sir G. GREY thought there were 
parts of the Bill which it would he wise to adopt, particularly as regarded the 
repeal of obsolete statutes, and which would be in strict accordance with the 
opinion recorded er the. Criminal.law Commissioners, He should support the 

second reading of the Bill [reserving to himself the right of opposing any portions 
of it in committee, The Earl of ARUNDEL AND SURREY, Mr. y O'CoNNELL, Mr. 
SugiL, Mr. Home, Mr. CanDpwkLL, and Mr. GLADSTONE also supported the mo- 
tion, the latter Right Hon. Gentleman stating that the substantial question for 
consideration related to the Act of 1829 ; and although fully sensible of those 
considerations which went to show that it was exceedingly unwise to interfere 
with settlements of Jong contested questions, yet placing himself in the position 
of his Roman Catholic fellow-subjects, ho felt that he could not with justice ad. 
here entirely to the settlement made by that Act, Thinking that. sufficient 
ground bad been shown for its reconsideration, he should vote for the second 
reading of the Bill, in order that in committee that object might be effected.

ARMY, ORDNANCE, AND MARINES, — Some very interesting matters 
connected with the army, ordnance, and marines are disclosed in a 
Parliamentary document just printed, 
recruits attested for the regular army from the 1st of. April, 1845, to 
tlie 31st of March, 1846, was 13,052; whilst, from the Ist of April, 
1846, to the 31st of March last, the number was 91,468. Of the non- 
commissioned officers 3626 died in the year ending the 1st of April, 
1846, under 10 years Service, and 1350 died in the same period after 
above 10 years’ service. ‘I'he number of men who deserted in the 
year, was 2665, In the cavalry there are 113 men (sergeants, trum- 
peters, drummers, corporals, and privates) who have served above 24 
years; and in the infantry there are 2870' who have served above 91 
years. In the marines the number of recruits attested between the 
Ist of April, 1845, and the 31st of March, 1846, was 1127; and be- 
tween the Ist of April, 1846, and the 31st of March last, 964. The 
recruits for the ordnance in the first year numbered 1113, and in the 
second 2832. ‘The desertions in the year ending the 31st of March 
last numbered 137, of which 28 rejoined the ordnance.

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THE CURRENCY QUESTION IN THE PROVINCES. 


Hertrorp,—At the market table, Bull Inn, on the 20th of Nov., 
a meeting was held, and the state of the country under the present 
monetary pressure having become the topic of discussion, the follow- 
ing resolutions, in conclusion, were put, and unanimously adopted, 
Mr. Beaumont Cole in the chair. 


1. That the Currency of a Nation, being for its internal use, ought never to be 
subject to influence or derangement from external causes. 

2, That a Paper Currency convertible into Gold, as under the present law, is 
ever liable to be acted upon by the course of Exchange, and which events have 
proved to be productive of evils of no ey Tiger 

3. That upon the plenitude or paucity of Gold in the Bank coffers, depends 
theamount of our circulation—the less quantity al ways seriously affecting alike the 
industry of the people and the whole;mercantile ‘credit of the kingdom, A 
Currency, thus placed upon a shifting and unstable basis, is like unto a house 
built upon the sand. 

4. That a pure and well-regulated inconvertible Paper Currency is, therefore, 
best adapted to the wants of a great commercial country like England, leaving 
Gold as a commodity to be exchangeable only at its market price, except for 
ordinary purposes, or as a legal tender, in coins to a limited amount. 

5. That such a Currency would be best sustained and regulated by a National 
Bank of issue, established under the authority of Parliament, whereby the cir. 
culating medium would become virtually and substantially a National Currency, 

6. That the Paper thus circulating might be issued under the denomination of 
Exchequer Bills, or Treasury Notes, as proposed by Mr. John Taylor, varying 
in amount or value down to 34., or even 27. each, or less, as may be found desire 
able or requisite. 

7. That such Bills or Notes, made current, should be issued in'lleu of the present 
Exchequer Bills or Notes, not current, which now constitute the Unfunded Debt 
of the nation ; and the interest now chargeable upon the public for such Unfunded 
Debt, be thereby saved to the country. 

8. That Government Deht, Securities, or Exchequer Bills, are the main foun- 
dation on which the Bank of England Notes are now issued; and that the Bank 
of England Note is, therefore, merely a substitute for such Securities. 

9. That this substituting of one class of Paper for another, and paying largely 
for the substitution, is one of the follies and absurdities of our present system ; 


and that it would be far better to issue the Securities themselves, and save the 
interest now cnerned upon the public. 


10. That such National Issue, first made and continued under the authority 
and control of Parliament, should be executed under the direction of Commise 
sioners responsible to the Government ; and that such issues should be confined 
within, but allowed to vary between two limits, as circumstances might require, 
such limits not to be exceeded, except under the direction of Parliament, or an 
order of the Privy Council specially convened. s 

11. That, whether such limits should be between 20 and 22 millions, or 50 and 
55 millions, or any other amount, can only be for the Legislature to determine. 

12. That all Joint Stock and Country Banks, which are now Danks of Issue, 
would then become Banks of Deposit only, on the same principle upon which the 
London Banks are now generally conducted, 

13. That an inconvertible Paper Currency does not necessarily imply unlimited 
issues; but it is assumed that a Currency ‘based upon Government Sacurities, 
and issued from a source corresponding to the Issue Department of the Bank ot 
England, and under the direction of responsible Commissioners, would admit of 
being controlled and regulated to any point required; and hence attain that 
desideratum-—a Steadiness and Fixity of Principle; also an ease and simplicity 
of management, and all the soundness desirable in a Paper Currency ; free from 
those ruinous oscillations which a Gold convertible Currency, fluctuating under 
the Exchanges, has so frequently and lamentably produced. 


Worcester Journat.—Itis our belief that the Imperial Parliament 
was never called together to consider questions of graver import to 
the industrial prosperity of the country, or questions more nearly 
affecting the very subsistence of the labouring classes, than those 
which will press on its attention at the commencement of the coming 
session. A deep responsibility will attach to the government and 
the legislature. But the government and the legislature are com- 
posed of individuals, and we trust that each of these will realise to 
himself the large share of that responsibility which belongs to him. 
Serious attention to the question at issue, a deliberate and unpre- 
judiced examination of its merits, and an energetic support of sound 
measures, can alone answer the requirements of duty, ‘The industry 
of the country labours under a temporary paralysis, "The coustruc- 
tion of railways, hitherto carried on upon so vast a scale, is, to a 
very great extent, suspended, ‘Thousands of labourers have been 
discharged and thrown out of employment, and thousands upon 
thousands more, we may say without the slightest exaggeration, will 
soon be placed in the same situation. And this is the aspect ot 
affairs on the verge of winter. ‘Che legislature will have to decide 
whether it is in their power to apply a remedy in this state of affairs 
or not. ‘The lives of thousands during the approaching winter, and 
all the commercial interests of the country, hang on this decision. 
We maintain with confidence that the present disastrous pressure is 
unnatural and uncalled for, that it has its origin in legislative error, 
and can only be permanently removed by legislative action.

DREADFUL GALES AND LOSS OF LIFE. 


Dovrn. —During the whole of Sunday and Monday the south-east 
coast experienced a most terrific gale. It has not been equalled 
for several years, and the wrecks and loss of life it has occasioned off 
Deal, Dungeness, and other places southward of this port, have been 
truly dreadful. Amongst the most deplorable was one that occurred 
on the Goodwin Sands. At daybreak on Sunday morning the people 
on the look out reported a vessel ashore ou the ** Goodwin," but her 
condition they were unable to discern, owing to the violence of the 
weather, and the great sea on, Several luggers managed to put off, 
and upon nearing the spot a melancholy wreck presented itself. 
The vessel, evidently timber laden, was partly buried in the sands, 
with her foremast standing, and to get at her was perfectly impossible, 
A formidable sea was beating over her with fearful violence, and 
tearing the vessel to pieces, The boats endeavoured to obtain her 
name and port, but failed. Before the boats left her destruction was 
complete; all had been swallowed up, not a'vestige remained. Her 
crew, it is feared, all perished. By appearance, the ill-fated vessel 
was a foreigner, There were between twenty and thirty vessels in 
the roads during the gale; some fortunately kept a safe anchorage, 
others lost both anchors, and escaped injuries by running out to sea, 
Another fatal wreck took place in the course of Saturday night in 
Pevensey Bay, near Hastings. ‘The unfortunate ship was the Ad. 
dolorato, of and from Naples, which had sailed from the Thames on 
the Thursday previous with a miscellaneous cargo. Inthe height of 
the gale she became unmanageable, and drove ashore. Nine of the 
crew perished, and three men and a boy came ashore on a raft, and 
were saved. ‘The vessel and cargo are completely lost, and the for- 
mer has gone to pieces, At Shoreham the gale was severely felt. 
At one period it almost could be said to have raged with the violence 
of a hurricane, and serious apprehensions were entertained for the 
safety of the shipping in the district. ‘To the northward of the Nore 
several losses are reported. About seven o'clock on Sunday morn- 
ing the master of the Diligence, belonging to Brightensea, near 
Wivenhoe, descried two vessels to have foundered in the Swin, about 
half a mile from each other, on the south side of the Gunfleet, mid- 
way between the beacon and the south-west buoy ; one, to all appear- 
ance, was a large, and the other a three masted vessel. Farther 
northward on the Gunfleet were wrecked two other vessels, namely 
the Albion, from Sunderland, and the Bridgeholm; both crews were 
saved. ‘Ine above is but a brief statement of the casualties that have 
been communicated to us.* 

Livexroot,—Severe gales have prevailed at this port and the ad. 
joining coast since Saturday last, and been. attended with much de. 
struction of property at sea, besides a fearful loss of life. On Tues. 
day moining the storm continued to rage with unmitigated violence, 
and the greatest apprehensions were manifested as to the fate of the 
vessels off the coast. About ten o'clock it was reported that a brig 
was standing towards the mouth of the river Dee, with signals of dis. 
tress flying, and soon afterwards she drifted on shore. In the course 
of the forenoon a large vessel was lying outside the river, dismasted, 
and also a bark aground, with a lifeboat alongside of her, as well asa 
brig, with signals of distress flying, standing to the westward. One 
of the Liverpool steam tugs, with a lifeboat, went out to the assist- 
ance of these vessels, but returned into port about twelve o'clock, 
without having been able to render any service. We also regret to 
announce the total wreck of the Frankfield, a fine ship of 900 tons, 
bound from Liverpool to Callao, with the loss of twenty lives. She 
was wrecked at half- past five o'clock this morning, near East Mouse 
off the Isle of Anglesey, and about twenty miles north-east of Holy. 
head. Eight of the crew were saved. She sailed from this port on 
Saturday last, with thirteen other vessels that left the pert on the 
same day. Crowds of spectators have been on the pier-bead in the 
course of the day, but it was with much difficulty they could stand 
owing to the violence of the storm, ‘The river steamers have had 
hard work to cross the river.

Tux TuixipAp papers notice the receipt of letters from the island 
of Margarita, where the hurricane had occasioned much damage. It 
is stated that this place had only suffered in common with the adja- 
cent coast;of the Spanish Main ; but it is added that Venezuela has 
received a shock from which it is not likely to recover for some time. 
With respect to this point, it may be noticed {that our last advices 
from Caraccas brought intelligence of a storm having occurred there, 
though the details given at the time were not alarming.

improperly ascribed to the latter Act. 

The Right Honourable Baronet neither on this, nor has he on 
any other occasion that we remember, traced to its proper 
origin that interference with the standard on which the Act of 
1819 proceeded., The unjust legislation by which this was 
effected was by the Act of 1816 ; and we undertake to say that 
he is totally in error when he asserts that on that occasion there 
was a return to a standard of value that has ever before existed 
in this country. Sir Robert Peel did assert that in 1784, 1793, 
and 1797 silver was a legal tender only by tale to the amount of 
twenty-five pounds. Now we join issue with the Right Honour- 
able Baronet, and we beg to tell him — that at the time of passing 
the Bank Restriction Act in the last named year, and at the other 
periods named, the standard of this country was of gold and 
silver conjointly, silver having been a legal tender, at the option 
of the debtor, to any amount by tale, The Act of 1774— by which 
silver, as a legal tender by tale, was limited to amounts of twenty- 
five pounds, and to any amount by weight — expired in the year 
1783, and thus by.the Act of 1816 the industrious classes of this 
country were defrauded of the difference in their every day trans- 
actions of full fifteen per cent., compared with the scale at which 
silver is rated in our currency ; and more than this by the re- 
duced value of the actual coinage of silver in its worn and other- 
wise deteriorated condition, we may say twenty-five per cent. 

Waving for this week a reference to the monstrous violation of 
good taste, right feeling, and truth in the flippant remarks made 
by Sir Robert Peel on the disasters visited upon our numerous 
fallen though really solvent merchants, the next remarkable 
feature of the speech of the late premier consisted in the asser- 
tions and arguments by which he endeavoured to account for the 
commercial panics which had occurred. He adverted to the 
panies of 1784, 1793, 1797, 1810, 1822, 1825, 1836, 1839, and 
endeavoured on these grounds to vindicate the * complement” bill 
of 1844, as though the best mode of averting a disease were to 
increase the symptoms which manifest themselves. It is remark- 
able that during all the panics thus put forward, the whole of the 
instances but one came under a system of convertibility into the 
precious metals. Most unfortunately for his case, the only ex- 
ception, that of 1810 — occasioned as it was by causes incident to 
the war, in the midst of which this country was struggling — was 
greatly aggravated by the sitting of the Bullion Committee of 
that year, to which, indeed, all subsequent mischief is clearly 
traceable. 

Had we wished to prove the utter groundlessness of all that the 
Right Honourable Baronet has been instrumental in effecting in 
monetary legislation, we should wish no better instances of its 
absurdity than the very reasons of panic which he selected, — 
while to the remedies adopted on most of these occurrences, we 
should refer our statesmen for precedents suited to the present 
moment. But most unfortunately, for reasons yet to be shown, 
no member pressed his right to reply on the instant to the 
speech of Sir Robert Peel, almost every premise of which was a 
fallacy, and every laboured conclusion a sophism. > We are 
relieved, however, to find that the question is to be resumed in 
its bearing upon the act of 1844, upon a substantive motion of 
which Mr. Herries has given notice for the 21st of this month, 
the object being to remove, pending the proceedings of the par- 
liamentary committees, the restrictive clauses of the obnoxious 
act: this, if rightly used, will afford ample means for full discus- 
sion; and, at all events, for the first time since 1810, there will 
be an opportunity in committee of showing the fraudulent action 
of a monetary system convertible into gold alone at an ancient 
mint price; one that will give opportunity of showing the sufficiency 
and security of a curren:y, for the future, more sound and equable 
than that which existed during the European war, though one 
analogous with it. We are gratified to find that the Farmers of 
England are beginning to move on the subject, and we refer with 
pleasure to resolutions passed at Hertford, which will be found in 
another portion of our impression.

Our DerkNcELESS Coasts.—A correspondent of a morning paper 
makes some startling statements in refereuce to the effect the de. 
fenceless state of our island has upon the military ardour of our 
neighbours the French, ‘In the course of last spring," he begins, 
“| visited Algeria, where 1 was necessarily thrown into the com- 
pany of officers in the French army. With them, and even with the 
civilians, the invasion of England, in the event of a war, seems a set- 
tled point. ‘This will be put down by most Englishmen as French 
bravado; but the reasoning with which I have heard its probability 
urged is worthy the serious attention of our rulers, I was more than 
once led to this subject by remarking on the defenceless state of Al- 
geria in case of a war with England, having scarcely any refuge for 
shipping on the coast, and threatened by the hostile Arabs from 
within; the answer to which was, ‘Ours would not be a war for co- 
lonies, we should invade England!’ When I ridiculed the idea, the 
question was, * How could you prevent it?’ * By our fleet, was the 
natural answer for an Englishman. ‘Your fleet could not guard the 
whole line of your coast, and steam would give us the advantage of 
choosing our point of attack.’ A young man, who had served seven 
years in Africa, and who was very communicative, told me that the 
navy. and especially the army, were most anxious for a war with des 
rouges, as he said we were commonly called by the French soldiers. 
* We could,’ he said, ‘easily land 50,000 or 100,000 men in England, 
and, with Marshal Bugeaud at their head, they would soon be in 
London; you have no force to bring into the field; once landed, we 
should have nothing to fear; besides which, all the soldiers who have 
served in Africa have been under fire, and that is a very great point.' 
Such is the toue they take.

T. Duck was re-examined, charged with having administered 
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poison to his wife with intent to murder her, The particulars of 
the second examination appeared in our paper, when a remand took 
place in order to afford an opportunity for an analysis of the contents 
of a cup and a basin supposed to have in them opium, mixed by the 
poisoner in some tea. Mr. C. Heisch, lecturer on practical che- 
mistry at St. Thomas's Hospital, deposed that around the inside of 
the cup there was adhering something of a dark colour, and in the 
basin there was about half a cup of tea. : He subjected the contents 
of both to a close analysis, and found opium in each. The prisoner 
said on Tuesday fortnight he went into Mr. Watts's, a chemist in the 
Edgeware Road, feeling at the time very unwell, and asked for two 
opium pills, which he took home. He was innocent of his wife's 
accusation, He had suffered through a complaint nearly three 
years, but had kept it secret from his wife, and had always taken the 
pills in tea. Mr. Broughton said this was a new story; when he 
was first examined he never menticned a word about having'obtained 
any opium for himself. The wife deposed that she had never heard 
till then of her husband taking opium. The prisoner was remanded 
till Monday. 

Bow Srreet. — On Wednesday the well known Joseph Ady ap- 
peared before Mr. Henry, upon a summons issued at the instance of 
the Post Office authorities, to show cause why he refused to pay the 
sum of 17. 14s. 8d., being the amount due for the postage of no less 
than 208 letters, which had been written by him to his numerous 
correspondents, all of which had been returned to the Dead Letter 
Office, as not being accepted by the persons to whom he wished to 
communicate something to their advantage. Mr. Peacock, in ex- 
plaining the nature of the charge, referred to the several clauses of 
the Act, in order to show that if parties to whom letters were directed 
refused to take them in, they being unpaid, the authorities at the 
Post Office had not only power to open such letters, but also to pro- 
ceed against the writers of such letters for the postage, including 
costs. A clerk in the Dead Letter Office proved that they were all 
posted as unpaid and unstamped, and the amount due upon them 
was l4 14s. 8d. There were 180 bearing the postmark, each of 
which were rejected by the persons to whom they were addressed, in 
addition to twenty-five others directed to persons who could not be 
found, the parties to whom the remaining three were directed being 
dead. The defendant said that he could distinctly affirm he was not 
the person who had posted the letters. Mr, Peacock having sub- 
mitted that he had adduced sufficient evidence to call upon the court 
for a conviction, Mr. Henry said that, as the summons had not 
specified the particulars respecting each letter, the defendant had no 
means of answering the separate charges, and he thought he ought 
to have time to prepare his defence. lhe defendant admitted that 
thirty-six letters were directed in his handwriting, and requested that 
a month would be allowed to get his witnesses up from different parts 
of the country. Mr. Henry objected to so much time being allowed, 
and considered that half the time would be sufficient. The defendant 
hoped that he could, take copies of the letters in the Dead Letter 
Otlice, which being granted by the solicitor to the Post Office he 
withdrew, having been apprised by the court that should he not 
appear on the day named a distress warrant would be issued for the 
amount claimed. 

CLERKENWELL. — G., F, Middlebrook, apprentice to Mr. Amford, of 
Rayhere Street, St. Luke's, was charged with robbing his master of 
15/., and setting fire tothe premises. On Sunday evening, Mr. Am- 
ford, efter locking his cash-box in another metal box, and lockin 
the cupboard, went to chapel, where a message was sent to him that 
his house was on fire.

GENERAL DIRECTIONS ON PLOUGHING. 

We conclude our remarks on ploughs 
with a brief notice of the art of 
ploughing. 

L— The first and most important thing 
to be attended to by the p oughman, is 
the proper adjustment of the implement 
by means of the coulter and share. It 
these parts of the plough be not properly 
set, with a due inclination to the land 
sideways, and to the earth Idownwards, 
the implement will never go sweetly nor 
easily-—jt will be ever inelining to ono 
side or the other-—go too deep or too 
light—increase the friction and distress 
the animals, and perform the work in a 
rough and unsightly manner. This 
nier of adjustment shows the skill of 
the ploughman ; for, if well managed, the 
implements should go along with a try 
slight touch of the hand. The ploug 
must ba held flat on its bottom, and not 
obliquely, and make no ridgelets or 
rafters unmoved below, 

Il, The furrow slices must be all cut 
of the same height; if they be laid at dif. 
ferent heights, the harrows will not touch 
the lower ones. The edge of the furrow 
cut by the coulter must be laid upright— 
if Inid too flat backwards, or, if the fur- 
row itself, and not the edge, be perpendi- 
cular, the harrows cannot raise a tilth 
sufficient to cover the seed.
